The ſaid Bayliff and Burgeſlcs ſome years after the granting of the faid 
Charter, made a Company of Twenty five Burgeſles inhabiting in the ſaid 
Burrough, and afterwards made ſeveral Gentlemen Burgeſſes, by Grant under 
the Common Seal, out of which laſt ſort of Burgefles, they have uſed to chuſe 
one to ſerve them in Parliament. | |
